T IS highly important that fever pa-

tlents should recelve & proper amount
of food, and food of the right sort. Phys-
lulogleal experiments have shown that dur-

Ing fever, especiaily when the temperatjire
is high., the muscles, glands and blood are
rapidly destroyed. This |s the reason for
the great weakness as well as emaciation
of the fever patlent whose temperature has
run very high for some days. Irom care-
ful investigations May renched the con-
clusion that the destruction of the tissues
in fever s due to the lack of carbo-
hydrates

More recently conducted experiments show
that by feeding an abundance of carbo-
hydrates the wasting of the muscles and
the extraordinary weakening of the body
whieh frequently ocour may be prevented.
This Is a matter of very great Importance
1t s niso Interesting to note that these
sclentific experiments conflrm the practioal
observations made long ago by physiclans
that the bhest dlet for fever patients con=
sists of farinacecus preparations, fruits and
frult julces. Niemeyer, the emincit German
physician, fed his fever patients on fruit
aoup, & wvery popular dish in Germany,
Hippocrates, the moat famous phyaician of
ancient Greece, recommended for fever pa-
tients & thin gruel prepared from Liriey—
Yptisan.

The starvation plan of treating fever pa-
tients s known to be positively dangerous
and should be pbandoned. The diet should
consist of fruite, fruit julces and cereal
prepacations, The julce of fresh frults is
greatly to be preferred to cooked fruits for
the reason that cooking destroys the pre-
clous vitumines of which the fever patient
stinds  greatly In  need. Von Hoeeslin
demonstrated long sgo that fever pationts
ghould be given quite a liheral supply of
food of the right sort to prevent the great
weakening which s certaln to cocur from
the combined Influence of the fever pro-
conses and starviation

CAUSES BAD CARTRIDGES

Argenal Commandant Says Care-
lessness Was Not Cause of
Rejected Ammunition

Exhaugtion of the supply of chemicils
from CGermuny und the Inferlor guality of
substitute chemicals manufactured In this
country were sald by War Department
officials today to have been responsible for
dafective oartridges #hipped to General
Pershing's oversea troops for use against
the Germane Those cartridges wers munus
factured by the Frahkford Arsenal, and the
commandant, Colonel Montgomery, de-
clared today that carelessnens played no
part in the slip-up. Thousande of rounds
of cartridges have been found to be de
fective,

All lots of nmmunition made at Franks
ford are tested carefully and these defecs
tive cartridges were no exception, It was
siald at the mill,
